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A Challenge Public Schools Should Meet 
Loft-A-Day 
Fayette County Years Ago 


Americans have spent vast sum s of money 


on the 
building, maintenance 
and use of 


the greatest public 
school system in the 


world. We pride ourselves 
on the accom­ 
plishment. But we have never succeeded to 
the degree we regard as minimal in teaching 
the traditions and the history of our own 
nation to our students. Year in and 
year 


out, we are shocked at the appalling lack of 
information--and sometimes of understand­ 
ing—on the part of our high school and col­ 
lege graduates. Discouraging as this is, there 
are other new elements which we must at­ 
tempt to add to the curriculum if we are to 
justify our new role in world affairs. 


We have devoted little or no attention be­ 


yond the level of the elementary school sys­ 
tem to the culture, history, and tradition of 
the Eastern 
World. Russia 
marked 
the 


boundary line between Asia and Europe in 
our textbooks, and all that went on east of 
Berlin was somehow forgotten. China and 
Japan, India and Tibet were all “Terra In­ 
cognito”, except for a vague remembrance 
of quaintness and pagodas. 
Our world is witnessing a new realign­ 


ment. With 
the western 
civilization 
of 


which we are the proud heirs, challenged by 
a potentially 
anti-western 
world, 
it be­ 


comes incumbent upon all of us to know 
much more about 
these areas and 
these 


people. 
If ignorance 
is one of the 
chief 


causes of hatred, knowledge and 
under­ 
standing may become the principal source 
of rapproachement. 


W hat W e Lack 
Five years ago America 
and our Allies 


ended the horror of World War II on a note 
of triumph. Today we confront the world on 
a note of disaster. No one can contemplate 
the incredible march 
of events which has 


brought 
these conditions 
into 
existence 


without 
amazement and incredulity. 
We 


have moved from 
a position in which we 


were acknowledged as the strongest mili­ 
tary force on the globe, with the greatest 


prospect to assume moral and spiritual lead­ 
ership to a point so shockingly low that our 
m ilitary strength compels no respect and 
our moral 
leadership is 
invisible to the 


naked eye. 


These circumstances have come into be­ 
ing because we have 
no firm set of fixed 


principles in our foreign policy. We have 
wavered, at a time when wavering is equiv­ 
alent to falling. Our vacillation in the Far 
East with respect to China, Formosa, and 
Korea has given encouragement to Soviet 
aggrandizement. In Europe as well, we are 
in grave danger of performing similar feats 
with respect 
to the entire 
Atlantic Com­ 
munity of nations. 


In short, we have developed no leader­ 
ship capable of fusing together the western 
world in a determined alliance against the 
spread of Communist infiltration and ag­ 
gression. Let there 
be no mistake on this 
score. Unless we get this kind of leadership 
soon, the debacle of the Orient may be re­ 
peated in the west. 


About Manpower 
Thosq who have charge of the defense 
program are turning their eyes in the direc­ 
tion of manpower. Robert C. Goodwin, de­ 
fense manpower director, says the task of 
recruiting for both military and production 
needs will be much easier now than it was I 
during the last war. But if manpower be- j 
comes scarce, Congress can give a big assist 
by abolishing the 40-hour week. 
The chief concern in Washington has to 1 
do with materials, and the government is 
moving almost daily to regulate the use ; 
of those vital to war production. Unfortun- j 
ately, the government shipped millions of 
tons of these commodities to other lands 
under the M arshall and other plans. Some j 
of these shipments wound up eventually in 
Russia and China.

Pilot and Girl with Blue Eyes

a tale of silver jets and a girl 
with golden hair. 
It begins on a day 15 years ago 
when snow dusted the low hills 
around Ann Arbor, Mich. The 
skates of hockey-playing high 
school boys raced aeross a frozen 
pond. There w as one nam ed Scott 
Osier who played better than the 
rest. Twice Scott drove the puck 
into the net, laughing in boyish 
triumph. 
Beside the pond a p ert-nosed 
girl with flaxen hair watched in 
adoration. H er eyes were big and 
blue and alw ays on Scott. She 
w as IO years old and in love 
with him. Her nam e was Priscilla 
Osier, and Scott was her brother. 
Scott did everything better than 
the other kids did. His stam p col­ 
lection was the biggest. 
When 
University High School basketball 
team took the court, he was the 
ace. 
T*riscilla huddled there on the 
snow in her crimson ski suit and 
thought: Scott would be good at 
anything. 
When she grew up, Priscilla told 
herself, she would be just like 
Scott and do whatever he did. 
The years paraded 
Scott 
Osier was graduated from the 


University of Michigan in 1940. 
He was a brilliant flying .student 
at Dayton, Ohio, and later was 
selected as a Pan-Am erican pilot. 
Finally he reached the top. Boeing 
picked him as a test pilot, riski­ 
est job in aviation. The cham ­ 
pion’s job.

The Trend Toward Socialism in ll. S By G eo rg e So k olsk y

I was recently . hocked to dis­ 
cover a lad who believed in 
. 
restoration of what 
he 
called 
“ laissez-faire 
capitalism ,” 
The 
term meant nothing to me, as 
such a form of capitalism hie; 
never existed and was, as most, 
a figment of the imagination. The 
m eans for earning money have 
in some 
m eas­ 
ure alw ays been 
controlled, 
greater or 
er degree, 
the right « 
vestment 
and 
expenditure has 
b e e n 
I united 
either by social 
pressure or gov­ 
ernment or re- 
Sekoliky 
diets. T axes have alw ays been a 
lim iting factor. 
However, the very use of the 
term three w ars in one genera­ 
tion strikes me as being akin to 
those theologians who are still 
fighting the 17th century religious 
wars. Som e things sim ply do not 
belong to the times. As a m atter 
of fact, when we actually teach 
Mr. Trum an’s budget of $90,000,- 
000,000 we shall be reduced to an 
increasing socialism . 
I could not help noting in this 
connection two interesting para- 
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graphs, by Paul W. Dickson, in a 
study of "Com pensation and Pen- 
. ions of Executives,” written foe 
the 
national 
industrial confer­ 
ence board: 
"A generation or so ago the 
.successful 
m anager 
w as 
very 
handsom ely rewarded. He often 
just a very important employee, 
with little or no financial stake 
ut the company. So there is much 
greater em phasis on the salary 
of an executive than in the past, 
especially since the paym ent ot 
bonuses has 
been closely 
cir­ 
cum scribed. Perham more im ­ 
portant 
to 
the 
average high 
executive are the impact of fed­ 
eral personal income taxes and 
the decline in the value of the 
dollar. To illustrate, a $50,000 
salary in 1940 was red ti ted by 
tho income tax to $36,250 for a 
m an with two children. In 1050, 
this salary, after taxes, amounted 
to only $20,492 in 1940 dollar 
“ As the executive moves up he 
accepts ever-heavier responsibil­ 
ities. As his salary goes up he 
finds that he is working three 
days a week for Uncle Sam in­ 
stead of two, with only a negli­ 
gible advance in his own ‘take 
home.' In assum ing the heavier 
responsibilities he can hardly be 
interested in the financial reward, 
but rather in the added prestige 
and in the challenge of a bigger 
job.” 
In 1951, that salary will be cut 
to even less. The man who does 
not earn $50,000 naturally does 
not feel very sorry for the man 
who does. But he also does not 
have the other m an’s preparations 
and qualifications and headaches, 
nor the other m an’s social respon­ 
sibilities. 
The question for the executive 
is w hether it is worth his while 
to assum e so much for so little 
compensation.

W hat about your civilian debts 
if you’re called into m ilitary serv­ 
ice? 


W ith your m ilitary pay much 
less than your civilian income, you 
may find you can’t meet the debts 
you undertook when you were a 
civilian. 


You may have a lease on your 
home, or a mortgage, or you were 
buying something on time, or pay­ 
ing on life insurance, or you owe 
taxes. 
And is your fam ily 
thrown 
out because you no longer can 
afford the rent you used to pay? 
There’s only one single answer 
to all this: your civilian debts are 
not just automatically wiped out 
because you’ve gone into uniform. 
Under law--whether you’re call­ 
ed in as a national guardsman, 
reservist or draftee--you get some 
relief or protection on debts. 
W hat you get depends on your 
particular case and your kind of 
debt: 
You may have to pay off 
in 
full while you’re in the service, 
if ifs found you can afford to; 
or you may have to pay only part 
of your debt while in service; or 
you may not have to pay until 
you’re discharged. 
One man going into service may 
reach a satisfactory arrangement 
With his creditor, whether ifs an 
individual or a department store, j 
The case of another may have 
to be solved by a judge when the 
creditor goes to court to get sat­ 
isfaction on his debt. 
This is the best single bit of ad­ 
vice for you if you’re going into 
the service and knr>w you can’t 
take care of your debts: 
Get some legal advice. You can 
do it this way: 


1. Before going into service— . 
Consult a lawyer. If you can’t af­ 
ford one of your own, then go for 
advice to the Red Cross, a veterans 
organization or t'/e local bar asso­ 
ciation. 
2. If you’re already in service 
Consult the legal assistance of­ 
ficer of your outfit. There’s sup­ 
posed to be one in every camp 
and on every ship. If there’s none 
in your outfit, start the ball roll­ 
ing by consulting your command­ 
ing officer. 
The following explanation — in 
this story and the one which fol­ 
lows — comes from government 
experts in the field: 
Federal income tax — 
If you’re called to service you 
don’t have to pay that civilian 
income tax until six months after 
leaving the service. 
But you must notify your in­ 
ternal revenue collector that you 
are in the service and want pay­ 
ment delayed 
until 
you’re dis­ 
charged. 
State income tax— 
The rule on what a service­ 
man must do about his state in­ 
come tax varies from state to state. 
So, on this, check with your state 
collector. 
State property taxes and assess­ 
ments— 
If you can’t pay them because 
you’re in service, notify your state | 
or county tax collector. 
He can’t sell your property for j 
taxes owed unless he goes to court i 
and gets an order from a judge j 
permitting him to sell it. 
If the tax collector takes your i 
case to court, the judge can: 
1. Postpone sale of your proper- I 
ty — for taxes owed -- for any 
length of time up to six months 
after you get out of service. 
2. Tell the collector to go ahead 
and sell the property but --and 
this is an important but — if the 
judge lets this happen, then: 
You can get it back after leav­ 
ing the service by then paying up 
the taxes owed, provided you do 
it within six months after leaving 
the service. 
The judge w ill base his deci­ 
sion on his belief in your ability 
to pay, or not to pay, while you’re 
in service.

By Oil Industry 


Demand at Record 
Vies with Defense 


N E W Y O R K , Jan. l l — (ZP) — 


The oil industry heads into 
a 
new and troubled year with civi­ 
lian demand for its products al­ 
ready at an all-time peak. 


Oil is an essential of modern 
war. Bu t most oilmen insist that 
in spite of the headaches they ex­ 
pect in 1951 the industry should 
be able to satisfy both m ilitary 
and civilian demand next year— 
if given half a break. 


M ilitary demand is bound to 
rise in the months ahead as the 
army adds new tanks and trucks, 
the air force adds new planes and 
the navy adds more ships and sails 
more miles. 


Bu t the nation’s oil productive 
capacity is rising, too. The indus­ 
try has been pouring $2 billion a 
year into expansion and moderni­ 
zation. More wells than ever are 
being drilled. Oilmen are fighting ; 
to see that enough steel is allocat- I 
ed them for drilling wells, build- ! 
ing refineries and tankers, laying I 
new additons to the nation's net­ 
work of pipelines. 


Reserve Supply 


Oilmen disagree as to how’ much I 
reserves the nation could tap in a 
long-term emergency. Some esti­ 
mate domestic production--which 
averaged around 5,405,000 barrels 
a day this year--could be stepped 
up by 1,315,000 more barrels 
a 
day, if the m ilitary gave the word. 
Others 
have said perhaps only 
680,000 barrels a day could be 
added efficiently, over a protract­ 
ed term. B y “ efficiently” oilmen 
mean the maximum amount 
that 
can be pumped from the nation’s 
wells without loss of potential oil 
— if more than the efficient a-

Record Demand 


A P I says that despite the all- 
time high demand for oil in the i 
United States, the wholesale price 
of crude oil and its products had I 
advanced only one percent this j 
year— while the index of wholesale i 
prices of all commodities was go- I 
ing up 4.1 percent. 
Bu t in spite of this moderation , 
in raising oil product prices, the i 
industry apparently did pretty well j 
in earnings. The Chase National I 
Bank of New York estimates that 
the combined earnings of 30 oil 
companies it studied w ill rise 18 
percent this year to around $1.6 | 
billion—before imposition of the 
proposed excess profits tax. 
The bank says cash dividends

To Help Relieve 
Nursing Shortage 


Witness Against Nazi Red Witch' 
Is Now Doing Research in America 


Rural communities, reportedly 
long in need of more adequate 
nursing personnel, may ne bene­ 
fited by a new long-iange nurses’ 
training bill, introduced in Con­ 
gress this week by Congressman 
Frances P. Bolton of Cleveland, 
according to a specie 
from Washington D, C. 
Those supporting this measure 
assert that it is the first of its type 
to take into consideration proper 
maintenance of both rural and ur­ 
ban health. 
The dire need of more graduate 
nurses, especially at thus tim e with 
army, navy and air force demands 
for many nurses for military hos­ 
pitals, has become 
one 
of 
the 
pressing problems of the day, 
The objective proposed in Con­ 
gressman Rolton*s bill carries the 
overall idea of a program to train 
25,000 nurses a year to meet m ili­ 
tary and civilian needs in the e x ­ 
pected crucial period ahead. 


Local Hospital Director’s Views 
Miss ChrLstene Evans, director 
of the Fayette County Memorial 
Hospital, was not specially enthusi­ 
astic in her estimate of what this 
proposed new bill will accomplish 
because of the time required by 
the government to get it in op­ 
eration if it passes Congress, and 
the difficulties arising from gov­ 
ernment “red-tape.” 
Miss Evans said that institutions 
over the country which had sought 
to gain needed help through the 
Cadet Nurse Corps bill which went 
into effect in World War II, re­ 
ported finding less real aid than 
expected out of this bill for several 
reasons, among them being the at­ 
titude of some nurses, not all, who 
assumed that they were in a d if­ 
ferent class of service and not re­ 
sponsible for as much or the same 
kind of work, as regular graduate 
nurses from nursing schools and 
colleges. 
The administrator of the hos­ 
pital here expressed herself as 
feeling that the great need for ad­ 
ditional graduate nurses probably 
can be met only by selling mo re 
young women on the many ad­ 
vantages to girls in hospital nurses’ 
training; putting such training on 
a regular college basis would help, 
she also indicated. 
“Graduate nurses are in demand 
everyw here,” 
Miss 
Evans said, 
“and the shortage of trained nurses 
is being felt all over the country.” 
She emphasized, however, that in 
her opinion anything which would 
bring a m ore adequate supply of 
com petent nurses into the field, 
would be a great help all over the 
country. 


Tile author of the new bill intro­ 
duced in Congress declares that 
since all regular nurse recruiting 
methods have failed up to this 
time, the government must now 
act to attract more young women 
into the nursing field. ’ We cannot 
disoatch I longer afford the risk of too little 
J — too late, in this most important 
field, We already are in great need 
of nurses and not just because of j 
the

emergency,”

gressman Bolton states. 


Interest of Legislation

20, 29, 30 and 31 and during the j 
morning of Jan. 27 
(Saturday) 
until the Court House closes. 
Charles A. 
Fabb, 
the county 
treasurer, whose office handles the 
sales tax distribution for the coun­ 
ty, guessed there are “ between 
500 and 800” vendors in the county. 
They all must make the report cu­ 
be liable to the penalty, he pointed j 
out. 
Fabb went on to explain that I 
“ it’s important to Fayette County j 
that these reports be made and the j 
sales tax pa*id, because most of the 
money comes back to the county 
earmarked for relief and school 
expenses.”
